For the 75th year in a row, 
the most prestigious event at 
the Fort Erie Racetrack is 
ready to come flying out of the 
gate on Sunday.

Stakes race, the second jewel 
in the Canadian Triple 
Crown.

Fort Erie trainer Nick 
Gonzalez and Big Red Mike, 
the horse owned by Terra 
Farms, won the Queen's Plate 
at Woodbine, which is the first 
of the elite series of races. 
This monumental victory 
came only two weeks after 
Gonzalez notched his 1,000th

since this is the first time he 
has entered in both the 
Queen's Plate and Prince of 
Wales.

For the past year-and-half, 
the congregation of St. Luke's 
Lutheran Church didn't lose 
its faith. 

In late February of 2009, 
the 'Tittle blue church" in 
Ridgeway was the victim of a 
brutal fire that nearly toppled 
the almost 100-year-old 
place of worship to the 
ground. 

Last Sunday, the morale of 
those in attendance for a 
groundbreaking service was 
much different than that cold 
night last year, as hymns of 
joy were sung to celebrate 
the church's new life. 

Construction was expect¬ 
ed to begin this week on the 
new building at the same 
location at the old facility, on 
Prospect Point Road in 
Ridgeway. The cost to rebuild 
was mosdy covered by insur¬ 
ance, community and corpo¬ 
rate donations, along with 
fundraising initiatives taken 
on by church members. 

"It's been a year-and-a- 
half for us and we really want 
this new home and we really 
want to be a part of the com¬ 
munity again," said Mike 


Doan, an active member of 
the church and chair of the 
construction committee. 

He said the new church is 
expected to be complete 
sometime between 

December and February, but 
is hoping the majority of 
work can be finished by the 
holiday season. 

"We'd like to be in the 
building, even if we're in 
lawn chairs, for Christmas," 
said Doan. 

Maria Featherson, chair of 
St. Luke's church council said 
the amount of support 
throughout this tough time 
given from everyone in 
Greater Fort Erie has been 
remarkable and was also 
very pleased with the large 
turnout at Sunday's celebra¬ 
tory service. 

"It's a wonderful feeling 
and the amount of support 
we've received from the com¬ 
munity has been terrific, "she 
said, also referring to the 
amount of people in atten¬ 
dance who were not mem¬ 
bers of the church but still 
wanted to come and show 
their support. 

"It's good to see people 
from not only our church, 
but from the rest of the com¬ 
munity here today," said 
Featherston. 

Rev. Kevin Baglole has 
been the interim pastor at St. 
Luke’s almost immediately 
since the tragedy last 
February. 

He served as the church’s 
pastor from 1995 to 2002.

Police warn about 
illegal taxi operations 


taxis, better known 
"speedy" cabs, are operated 
throughout Niagara in per¬ 
sonal vehicles by unautho¬ 
rized drivers. 

These vehicles and drivers 
are unlicensed and unin¬ 
spected by the Region and 
licensing unit and as such, 
they do not meet the same 
standards or have the same 
safeguards in place that legal 
taxi companies do. Often 
times these illegal cabs are 
uninsured, have equipment 
infractions, or are driven by 
individuals who are either 
unlicensed or suspended 
from driving. 

Over the course of the two- 
day blitz police laid a total of 
35 charges under the Highway 
Traffic Act, as well as a crimi¬ 
nal charge for breaching a 
court order. 


Charges included picking 
up passengers for compensa¬ 
tion, careless driving, driving 
while using a cell phone, no 
insurance, and numerous 
charges for safety and equip¬ 
ment violations. One driver 
had his license suspended for 
three days for registering an 
alert on a roadside alcohol 
screening device. Another 
driver was charged twice in a 
45- minute time frame for 
picking up passengers for 
compensation. 

Police want to remind the 
public that a legal taxicab is 
identified by the "TAXI" sign 
on the roof, a yellow Niagara 
Region taxi plate, the license 
numbers on the side of the 
taxi and a taxi meter inside 
the cab. All licensed taxicab 
drivers have a license card 
which they obligated to pro¬ 
duce upon request. 

The licensing by- law was 
enacted to protect the health 
and safety of the residents of 
and patrons of businesses in 
the Regional Municipality of 
Niagara.
